No Progress Has Been Made in the 
Proposals Looking to an End 
to the War and American 
Troops Are Being Rusb- 
ed Forward. 


Washington, August 3.—After a confer- 
ence on the peace question lasting just an 
hour this afternoon between the president 
and M. Cambon, the French ambassador, 
the latter acting as the representative of 
Spain, Secretary Day emerged from”~ the 


white house and announced that today’s 


conference was not conclusive, wherefore 


the parties to it had agreed to say nothing 
publicly as to what had occurred. The 
gecretary did not appear to be discouraged 
as he made this statement, though he 
admitted no time had been set for another 
conference. 

From this it is gathered that the 
long expected answer of the Spanish 
government to the president’s note on 
being received had contained just as 


it was expected, either a counter propo- 


~ sition or a request for a fuller state- 


ment in detail upon some of the heads 


of the president’s note. 

Up to the middle of the afternoon it 
Was stated by all parties concerned that 
the Spanish answer had not been received; 
that is éaly formal rote that had come 
to hand .was one from the Madrid cabinet 
to M. Cambon asking for information on 
some points that were not clear to the 
Spanish mind. However, just after 3 
o'clock, the secretary of the French em- 
bassy, M. Thiebaut, called at the state 
department and arranged with Secretary 
Day for a meeting between the president 
and the ambassador as soon as possible. 
The meeting was for 3:45 o'clock and Sec- 
retary Day was at the white house prompt- 
ly, but was obliged to wait about ten min- 
utes for the French ambassador. 

Utmost Secrecy Observed. 

As already stated, after conferring for 
an hour, the parties separated, having 
been unable to reach a conclusion as to 
the acceptance by Spain of.the peace condi- 
tions laid down by the president and bind- 
ing themselves to the observance of -the 
strictest restrictions as to the proceedings 
until further progress has been made. 

Thus, it is practically assured in ad- 
vance that any attempt to state what 
occurred at the white house will be 
nothing more than pure guesswork.

Must Evacuate Cuba at Once. 

Under the ‘terms of the president’s note, 
if they shall be accepted by Spain, the 
Spanish government is bound to evacuate 
Cuba and Porto Rico immediately. This 
action is not to wait upon the work of the 
peace commissioners, but is to precede it, 
and to follow immediately upon the signa- 
ture of the memorandum, accepting the 
president’s conditions. The word ‘‘immedi- 
ately’’ in this case is perhaps a little decep- 
tive. The experience of the war depart- 
ment in the endeavor to remove to Spain 
the Spanish troops surrendered at Santiago 


has not justified the expectation that the 


large ferce of Spanish regulars can be 
gathered up and shipped home to Spain 
in less than about sixty days at best. This 
estimate is based on the fact that it is not 
expected by the Spanish authorities who 
are directing the movements of the Spanish 
troops on transports.that.they will not be 
able to return all of the Santiago prisoners 
to Spain before the first of.

Streets of Ponce Lined with Citizens 
fo Greet Garretson 


RECEPTION WAS. PLEASING 


Nine Thousand Soldiers Are Now Gathered 
Around the Island City, 


ARTILLERYMEN PROVE — FAVORITES 


Scldiers Are Restless, Due to False 
Reports of Spanish Advances 
and an Encounter Is Anx- 
iously Awaited by the 
Americans. 


Ponce, Island of Porto Rico, August 24, 
via St. Thomas, D. W. I., August 2.—The 
Porto Ricans of Ponce lined the streets by 
the hundreds and filled the air with cheer- 
ing on the arrival of General Garretson’'s 
brigade from Yauco. The arrival of these 
troops and those on the St. Louis makes 
the fighting strength of the Americans now 
operating near Ponce about 9,000 men, equal 
to the entire force of Spanish regular troops 
on the island. 

General Garretson’s camp is temporarily 
near the Second and Third Wisconsin reg- 
iments, on the outskirts of the town. The 
brigade marched seventeen miles from Yau- 
co to Ausby, where they arrived travel- 
stained and mud-bespattered. Almost the 
entire population the troops pass 
through the city and gave them cheer after 
cheer, particularly as the artillerymen 
The officers at the front, in- 
cluding Hulings, with the Pennsylvanians, 
and Captains Austin, Wheelock, Burns and 
Hall, commanding the four advance com- 
panies, do not believe the Spaniards will 
make an advance. They claim the enemy 
will act only on the defensive. There was 
some firing last night between Captain Aus- 
tin’s pickets and the Spaniards in the 
bush, but no damage was done. 

All the American troops are restless, due 
to false alarms pf the approach of the 
Spaniards, and they are anxious for an en- 
counter with the enemy. It is the general 
belief, however, that there will be no for. 
ward movement of the main body of our 
troops until the transports arrive. They

SAGASTA SUMMONS SILVELA. 


Premier Will Consult with the Con- 
Servative Leader. * 

Madrid, August 3, 5 Pp. m.—Premier Sa- 
gasta has summoned Senor Silvela, the con- 
servative leader, and other absent politi- 
cians to Madrid, in order to consult with 
them regarding the peace terms, If the 
definite reply of the United States on the 
peace proposals arrives today the Spanish 
cabinet will meet this evening and officially 
accept the terms. The cabinet ministers 
believe that the agreement would be accept- 
ed by the country without opposition, and 
the government will not summon the cortes 
befére autumn. 

The newspapers are attacking Premier 
Sagasta and his colleagues. They assert 
that the premier opened negotiations yes- 
terday with Senor Pidal, president of the 
Spanish chamber of deputies, with the view 
of returning the conservatives to power as 
soon as peace is arranged, believing that 
the conservatives are more competent to re- 
organize the country. Senor Gagasta’s 
party deny this, . 

President McKinley's proposal that a 
commission should decide the future gov- 
ernment of the Philippines is considered 
here as giving Spain a chance of recover- 
ing partial authority over her revolted 
subjects. This state of things it is thought 
might afford an opening for intrigues on 
the part of the foreign powers ‘unfriendly 
to America, Great Britain and Japam and 
prove dangerous to the cause of permanent 
peace in the Pacific. 

The Madrid press strongly blames the 
want of loyalty the volunteers in Porto 
Rico have displayed in allowing the Amer- 
ican invaders so easy a walkover. Indeed, 
this behavior tends to diminish the regret 
felt here at losing the island. 

Santos Guzman, Calvo, and other chiefs 
of the Spanish party in Cuba, who have 
recently returned to Santander, speak 
despondently of the condition of the island, 
and declare that America will be compelled 


' to keep an army of 100,000 men for years to 


come.

Spanish Refugees Reach New York from

New York, August 3.—Accounts of the

A few, however, consented 
to talk after they had got ashore, but 
even they were very unwilling to permit 
their names to be used. 

One woman who had reached Sagua by 
rail from Havana said that the condition 
of affairs in the capital was deplorable, 
and was daily growing worse. 


“There is plenty of money,” she said, 
“put é6f what use is it, when it will hardly 
purchase anything?’ It fs impossible to 
get bee fat any price, and even horse flesh 
costs $1 a pound. Bread costs 26 cents a 
pound, and is very bad at that, and eggs

sma‘| quantities, costs 35 cents each. The 
supply of condensed milk is practically 
exhausted, and the little left is soid at 

2 for a can such as you buy here for 10 
cents. 

Deaths Are Numerous. 

“On an average ten to tweive persons 
are found dead of starvation in the streets 
every day, and this takes no account of 
the scores who daily die of hunger in the 
houses. No words can describe the hor- 
rors of Los Fossos, the place at the foot 
of the Prado, where the wretched recon- 
centrados are herded together. I was toid 
that there were no less than 4,00 of these 
miserable people in the place when I came 
away, and they are dying by hundreds for, 
of course, nothing is being done for their 
relief, when the government has not enougn 
food for its own soldiers. Worse than 
this, the officials beat and abuse them 
shamefully. 

“A few gas lamps are still burning in 
the streets, but the electric ights are only 
1it on Thursday nights, when there is mu- 
sic in the Parque Central. What a ghastly 
mockery those band concerts are with so 
many people starving to death within sound 
of music. All the theaters are closed, 
and their lobbies are nightly crowded with 
the homeless poor. Wine is the only thing 
in the city that ig plentiful and cheap, so 
that even the poor can get a little at times. 

Stores and Hotels Closed. 

“Almost all the stores in Weyler and 
O’Reilly streets are closed, as are all the 
principal hotels. The stock of coal is al- 
most completely exhausted, and for a few 
days the local trains that run to the Veda- 
do, past the Santa Clara battery, were 
stopped for want of fuel. They are now 
burning wood, but even that will soon be 
gone.”’ 

Juan Zarraga Zarte said: 

“rT do not know anything of the condition 
of things in Havana, but I do 
there is much misery in Cardenas and Ma- 
tanzas. Things, however, might be worse, 
considering the stringency of the biockade. 
Much starvation has been avoided by the 
foresight of the merchants who, in antici- 
pation of the outbreak of the war, laid in 
big stocks of provisions. Of course they 
have sold at high prices, and I heard’ of 
one man who made $400,000 in a speculation 
in flour in Sagua. All the stores which 
have provisions are kept under constant 
guard by soldiers to prevent the starving 
people from looting them. Everyone is 
tired of the war, and on all sides one hears 
prayers that peace will soon come.” 


The Nansen brought a cargo of sugar, 
which she discharged at - Williamburg.

TRANSPORTS IN QUARANTINE. 


War Department Receives List of Offi- 
cers on Santiago and Yucatan. 

Washington, August 3—The war depart- 
ment tomiehht received by telegraph from 
General Coppinger at Tampa a Ist of the 
convalescent soldiers on board the trans- 
ports Yucatan and Santiago, who are now 
in quarantine at Egmont Key, Fla. The 
telegram states that one man, a packer of 
the Thirteenth infantry whose name could 
not bé@ ascertained, died on the voyage. A 
list of the sick on the steamships Comal, 
Clintom and San Marcos could not be ob- 
tained on account of the storm and conse- 
quent inability to speak these vessels, but 
General Coppinger states that they will he 
forwarded as e0on as practicable.

VESSELS WERE OVERCROWDED. 


Secretary of War Explains Complaints 
Against Seneca and Concho. 


Washington, August 3.—Colonel Charles 
Heyl, of the inspector general's office, has 
returned to Washington from New York, 
where the went at the direction of Secre- 
tary Alger to make an examination to fix 
the responsibility on the official who sent 
the transport Concho to New York from 
Santiago in an unfit condition for carrying 
the sick and wounded. Colonel Heyl re- 
ported verbally to Secretary Alger the re- 
sult of his inquiry, but refused to talk for 
publication. 

Later in the day, hhowever, the secrciary 
made the following statement concerning 
the Concho. as well as the Seneca, which 
reached New York after suffering many 
privations, owing, it is alleged, to the un- 
fit condition of the vessel: 

“Concerning the unfortunate occurrences 
on they ships Concho and Seneca that 
brought some sick and wounded from San- 
tiago, the secretary of war gives the fol- 
lowing statement, after a careful investi- 
gation:

the time they left Santiago the 
desire of convalescents to come 
overcrowded both. ships. 
From the commencing of the Santiago 
campaign until within a few days, the 
terrible conditions on that coast, where our 
ships had no shelter and always with a 
high surf, made the landing of troops, sup- 
plies, ammunition, artillery and medical 
stores very difficult, and there is no doubt 
much inconvenience and suffering was 
thereby caused that was unavoidabie. The 
lighters that went with General Shafter’s 
fleet were lost on the way. Two tows of 
ligihters were subsequently sent. which 
were also lost, and it was impossible to get 
supplies ashore except with the boats from 
the ships, and these supplied ~ d the navy. 
Later on a lighter was furnished by the 
navy, which was ‘the only one there for 
many days. On account of the great num- 
ber of sick and wounded, which was in ex- 
cess of what had been anticipated, there 
was no doubt much privation and suffering, 
especiall among the sick at Santiago. The 
captains of the Seneca and Concho did not 
report to General Shafter, nor to Quarter- 
master Humphrey that they needed water. 
Had they done so, of course it would have 
been provided. Then, also, a large number 
of civilians rushed aboard to gét away, and 
they occupied many staterooms that should 
have been given over to the soldiers. No 
recurrence of such conditions will be possi- 
ble hereafter, and no one regrets more 
than the secretary of war that anything 
of the kind should have happened. The 
general commanding the army, the sur- 
geon general, quartermaster and commis- 
sary departments bave done the best they 
could, but unforeseen circumstances, named 
above, prevented the conveniences being 
provided that otherwise would have been 
furnished.’ ”’ 


ON TO MANASSAS ONCE MORE. 


Troops Are Moving from Camp Alger 
to the Old Battle Field. 

Washington, August 3—Im accordance 
with an order. issued by the war depart- 
ment last night the regiments of the Sec- 
ond division at Camp Alger prepared to 
move today. At noon the regiments of the 
Third brigade, First Rhode Island, Second 
Tennessee and Third Missouri were on the 
march in the direction of Manassas, V4. 
The First brigade started at 2-o’clock. The 
Seventy Illinois and Fourth Missouri were 
ordered to move an nour later. The divi- 
sion will march nine miles today to Burke 
station. Tomorrow it will march seven 
miles, arriving nm Manassas the third day. 
The First division will follow in a few 
days. Meanwhiie corps headquarters, the 
two division hospitals and the eight regi- 
ments of the Furst division will not be 
moved before Tuesday. It is not known if 
Manassas is to be made a permanent camp 
site. 

Forty-eight cases vf typhoid fever have 
been reported since yesterday afternoon, 
fourteen of whiun are well developed cases, 
Among them are Privates Ramey, company 
B, and Weston, company H, Second Ten- 
nessee, and Strain, of the hospital corps.

SPANIARDS REPORT 


Engagements Near Havana Result in 


Defeat of Insurgents. 

Havana, August 3.—It is announced from 
the palace that on Saturday morning last 
the plantation of Preciso, Of Matanzas, 
was attacked by a force of infantry and 
cavalry under the American flag. It Is 
added that a squadron of Spanish cavairy 
from the plantation of Dos Rosas “as- 
sisted in routing the Americans,”” who are 
said to have left ten men kiiled on the 
field. The Spaniards, according to the re- 
port, had two men badly injured. 

In the provinces of Havana and Matan- 
zas tecently there have been several im- 
portant skirmishes between Spanish forces 
and .bands of msurgents. An insurgent 
force, under the leadership of Camejo, 
opened fire on Thursday last on San Nico- 
las, but was seemingly repuised by the 
garrison after a short period of firing. 

The insurgents are also announced to 
have attacked Gamarraga, defended by a 
fort, in the province of Santa Clara, for 
the purpose of capturing cattle which were 
pasturing there. The Spanish version of 
the affair says the insurgents were driven 
off after an exchange of shots, which last- 
ed ten minutes.

The influx of telegrams, letters 
Wreaths at Friedrichsruhe is unceasing. Al- 
ready the Schloss overflows with wreaths 
and those arriving later must now perforce 
be placed in the garden. 

It is asserted that the family assembled 
at midnight, after the emperor's visit, for 
Silent prayers in the death chamber, and 
that then Prince Herbert locked’ the room 
where the body will remain until a pro- 
visional repository is prepared in the park. 

The site selected for the mausoleum does 
not give universal satisfaction. The North 
German Gazette, in a curious note, says: 

“Our atiention has been directed to the 
fact that the site chosen is in a potato field 
and cicse to a railway, where trains pass 
almost without intermission. One would 
think the noise of traftic must be a dis- 
turbing elemen: in the vicinity of the Bis- 
marck mausoleum.

The Frankfurt Gazette says: 

“We do not think it could have been in 
accordance with the desire of the departed 
that his mortal remains should be with- 
drawn from the presence of sympathetic 
mourning and’ respect and also from the 
intended tributes of the thhighest official of 
the empire which he founded and of the 
State which he served.” 

Artist Describes the Home. 

Professor Von Lenbach, the painter, thus 
describes to the Lokal Anzeiger his visit 
to Friedrichsruhe: . 

“The simple dwelling of the prince is 
guite unfitted to be the scene of any na- 
tional or public ceremony in connection 
with his burial. Thousands of letters and 
telegrams, partly arranged and answered 
@nd partiy still unopened, covered the ta- 
bles.. Many were from sovereigns and jllus- 
trious personages. It would have been im- 
possible to admit any but the most inti- 
mate friends to the house. 

“The members of the family were quite 
exhausted and confused by the excitement, 
as well as by their sorrow; and their qdiffi- 
culties were not diminished by the tele- 
@rams of the emperor and by the diverg- 
ence between the intentions of the deceased 
and those of his majesty. 

“Although the features were unaltered 
and the face looked as though Bismarck 
were about to speak, there was nothing 
that would inspire in a painter a desire to 
perpetuate the scene with the brush. The 
aspect of both the dead ard his surround- 
infs seemed to afford too realistic a picture 
for reproduction. It must have been for 
the same reason that few great men have 
been pictured‘on their biers. The deathbed 
of Rubens was undoubtedly = surrounded 
by great pupils of the master. but none 
painted him. The dread majesty of death 
cannot be reproduced by art. The only 
eminent man I ever desired to portray at 
such a moment was Dr. Dollinger, who in 
death resembled Dante. In the case of Bis- 
marck it would have been impossible to 
catch the characteristic profile and the 
speaking, flashing eyes that were forever 
closed.”’ 


When Prince Herbert declined a. second 
time the emperor's proffer of a grave in the 
Berlin cathedral his majesty indicated a 
plan for a national monument. It is under- 
stood that he purposes to place in the ca- 
thedral an immense marble sarcophagus 
with the statute of Bismarck in the uni- 
form of a cuirasseur. 

Emperor’s Request Approved. 

Emperor William’s request, which is be- 
Heved to have been written by Professor 
Koester, director of the secret archives, 
gives universal satisfaction as a fitting 
expression of the national interest and a 
tribute doing his majesty the greatest 
credit, in the face of the rumors of friction 
between the Bismarck family and the im- 
perial court. Rather an unseemly wrangle 
has arisen in the press concerning the ex- 
act causes and circumstances of the 
prince’s death.

They 
are too mighty and too manifold, History 
alone can do them justice and will en- 
grave them all on brazen tablets, 

“T am, however, impelled to give ex- 
pression before the whole world to 
the universal sorrow and grateful admira- 
tion Which today animates’ the whole na- 
tion and in the name of the nation to vow 
that what he, the great chancellor, under 
William the Great, created, I will maintain 
and develop and if need be, defend with 
blood and treasure. In this may God help 
me.

HAVE THEY HAD DISAGREEMENT 


Rumored That the Prince and Princess 
of Wales Are at Outs. 
Lendon, August 3.—There appears to be 
somee mystery in connection with the de- 
parture of the princess of Wales for Copen- 
hagen. It is semi-officially re-affirmed that 
her leaving England is due to the illness of 
her mother, the queen of Denmark, but

Pecple Are Dying in the Streets With- 
out N Tr. 


Key West, Fia., gust 3.—The report 
that the Isle of Pines i$? furnishing food 
supplies to Cuba is emphatically denied, 
It can be asserted on the strength of un- 
questionable authority that the island itself 
was denuded of its foog resources a month 
ago and its own people are now starving. 

Nueva Gerona, its cap’tal, noted for its 
salubrious climate, especially as a con- 
sumptive cure, is now used by the Span- 
iards for an army hospital camp and many 
wounded are now there. The rich and 
poor from Havana have been flocking 
thither and as a natural consequence yel- 
low fever and smallpox have followed, ana 
now rage to an alarming extent.

“As a first proposition,’’ said the colonel, 
in talking at the Riggs tonight, ‘“‘it strikes 
me that it is business sense to make Spain 
bear the expense to which this country has 
been put in this war, which was entered 
into fro principles of pure humanity. 
She forced us into this war by her dis- 
graceful misrule in Cuba and the cruelty 
and atrocities which were incidents in that 
misrule. We owed it to ourselves and to 
humanity to go into the war when we 
found, beyond question, that all her pro- 
testations of doing better were worthless. 
There came-a time when forbearance had 
ceaseqd to be a virtue, and when we had 
to fight. Spain is responsible and according 
to the world usage we have the right to 
male her bear the expense the war has 
impose@ upon us. We should let no maud- 
lin sentiment obscure that fact when it 
cOmes to the reckoning. 

“Then there is another thing we must 
not forget; that is that having gone into 
a& war with Spain, it was our business to 
whip her as expeditiously and as complete- 
ly as was in our power. All the talk 
against our doing that, based on our state- 
ment of our reasons for going to war, is all 
poppy-cock. Because we went into it to re- 
lieve the oppressed Cubans is no reason 
on earth why we should not strike Spain a 
blow whenever and wherever an oprortunity 
offered. It was right to blow the Spanish 
fleet out of the water down in ‘Manila bay, 
and it is right to go ahead with the con- 
quest of Porto Rico, though we knew next 
to nothing about the Philippines when we 
made our declaration of war and despite 
the fact that Porto Rico was enjoying com- 
parative peace under Spanish rule. I have 
no patience with those critics who seem to 
think that because we said we were going 
imto this thing to overthrow Spanish rule 
in Cuba we should have sent our army and 
our fleet at once to Havana, against the 
better judgment of our military and naval 
experts, and when our experiences with 
Santiago have shown that an attack upon 
Havana with a raw and untrieq army 
would have resulted in grave disasters. We 
cOuld have sent against Havana then no 
better army than we sent against Santi- 
ago, and our information is that Havana 
would prove five or ten times as difficult 
to take as Santiago. 

Other Nations’ Interests. 


“Then the fever conditions—but it is use- 
less to speculate on what might have hap. 
pened. What I started out to say Was that 
having gone into the war, it was right and 
proper to strike Spain a blow wherever she 
showed her head. It was right for Dewey 
to smash ‘Montojo and it is right. for Miles 
to plant the flag over the towns of Porto 
Rico, and having done that. ft is right that 
we should stand the consequences. If our 
action at Manila involves us in a lot of 
responsibilities, it s proper that we should 
be ready to assume those responsbilities. 

‘By that,”’ continued the colonel, Who by 
this time had quite a crowd of listeners 
around him, “I mean that if-we have to 
go to the extremity of holdin» all of the 
islands of that group out there itn the Pa- 
cific, we must meet the issue, and as a na- 
tion we are fully capabie of doing it. I 
am not what might be termed an agegres- 
sionist for the mere possession of land. I 
am, however, as strongly in favor of hold- 
ing proper commercial bases out there in 
the Pacific as a man could be, and that 
seems to me true democratic doctrine. I 
Know other democrats, some of them re- 
garded as the leaders. of the party, differ 
with me in this respect, but I cannot bring 
myself to see it as they do. I voted for 
the annexation of the Hawaiian islands, 
not because I believe nine-tenths of the 
people of the country wanted them annex- 
ed, but because I regarded it as an excel- 
lent opportunity to further the democratic 
policy of extension of our commerce. The 
Hawaiian islands will prove a most valua- 
ble commercial, as well as naval base. 
The democratic party from time immemo- 
rial preached the doctrine of extension of 
our foreign commerce in the markets of 
the world, in contradistinction to the policy 
of the republican party, which tended to 


| restrict such extension by high tariffs. 


“The republicans have preached home 
markets and high hariffs. They were 
forced into the annexation of Hawaii 
against the judgment of those of their lead- 
ers who are regarded as the special repre- 
sentatives of the protected manufacturing 
interests of the north—forced into it, be- 
cause they saw the great revulsion of the 
people against the Cleveland policy in puli- 
ing down the American flag at Honolulu. 
They were shrewd enough to take advan- 
tage of that feeling among the people and 
some of our democrats were so short sight- 
ed as to help them make annexation a re- 


the democrats against annexation. Per- 
haps I should not criticise in that way, but 
I will say that happily they did not suc- 
ceed. 

“That annexation I regard as the enter- 
ing wedge for the overthrow of the great 
tariff monopoly which has kept the repub- 
lican party in power s0 long. They will

} distinctly protection constitiencies will live 

to regret it. ) : 
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| upon the people, anything that will tend to- 


ward the overthrow of the protection olig- 
aichy should be hailed with delight by 
democrats and should have the assistance 
of all democrats. For the same reason 
that I supported the annexation of Hawaii, 
I am in favor of retaining interests in the 
Ph'lippines. It’ does not take an expert 
ir tariff matters and commerce to see that 
the great field for pushing American com- 
merce in the future is China and what we 
know as the Orient. If we, as Americans, 
care to hold our own and go ahead in that 
inviting field, what we must do is to put 
ourselves in position to compete practically 
with the nations of Europe. We should 
retain a commercial base in the Philippine 
islands, than in holding the entire group; 

“There would be less responsibility in- 
volved in the retention of Manila, as the 
president has indicated in his peace terms, 
or perhaps in the retention of one of the 
islands, than n holding the entire group; 
but it looks to me as if it may -prove im- 
practicable for us to escape so easily. I 
have thought that the dilemma would pre- 
Bent itself of our retaihing sovereignty 
over the entire group or letting go entire- 
ly. If such a dilemma does arise, I would 
favor holding the entire group. 

Spain Taught a Lesson. 


“We cannot escape certain responsibil- 
ities down there. We have brought about 
the present state of affairs and we owe 
something to those who have interests 
there. We owe them a stable government. 
We can give them that just as well as any 
other government in the world can, and 
we may have to go into the colony busi- 
ness for the presént. If we do, I have no 
fear of the result. In any case, We should 
retain a strong foothold in the islands for 
the purpose of aiding the development of 
our commerce, That strikes me not only 
as the practical view of the situation, but 
as the democratic position. We must nov 
let sayings of democrats of other days— 
Who opposed annexation of outlying terri- 
tory as Jefferson did, solely on the ground 
that it would require a navy to defend it, 
and we had then no navy—blind us so we 
cannot, aS a party and as individuals, 
grasp the problems that present them- 
selves to ‘us in these days. There is no 
longer a bugbear in the possession of a 
navy. We had none in Jefferson's day, 
but we have one now and it is one ‘of 
which every American should feel proud; 
and if any one thing is inevitable, it is 
the steady development of that navy until 
we have one equal to any in the world. 

“I have had it preached at me that 
while it is all right to push the commerce 
of the country by means of lower tariffs, 
it is not right for us to make the more ef- 
fective method of developing commerce by 
means Of commercial bases out there in 
the Pacific. I can’t see it that way. If it 
is right to aid commerce in one way—if, as 
we believe, the steady growth og our com- 
mercé in foreign fields is essential to con- 
tinued prosperity—then we should use the 
means at our command to compass that 
end. That strikes me as good commoh 
sense, and it strikes me as sensible demo- 
cracy. ; 

“There is nothing undemocratic in proper 
expansion. The democratic party should 
stand on the side of progress as it has in 
the past, alWays mindful of Its highest duty 
and thatis to see that wherever the flag 
shall fly, it shall mean justice to all men 
who live under it..That flag can fly far 
out there in the Pacific as well as it ean 
here in Washington, It need not stand 
for statehood out there any more than it 
stands for statehood here in the district, 
where the people have not a word to gay 
in their own government; but it can stand 
for freedom from oppression out there 
just as it does here. We do not have to 
give them statehood any more than we 
have to give statehood to Alaska: but we 
must, if we retain part or all of the isl- 
ands, give the pegple a fair and just gov- 
ernment, and ag I have said, I see no rea- 
son why we cannot give them that just as 
well as any other nation on the face of 
the earth. 

“There is no ‘imperialism’ in that. Im- 
perialism is a bugaboo put up by some péo- 
ple with which to scare children. When 
the tendency toward genuine imperialism 
shows its head, the people of the country 
can be relied upon to rise up and over- 
throw it. In the meantime, the thing for 
us to do is to meet the questions which 
present themselves as sensible men.’

ATTITUDE TOWARD INSURGENTS. 


United States Has a Difficult Probiem 
in the Philippines. 


August 3.—An interesting 
question and one of vital importance to 
the administration is the atfitude that is 
assumed by the United States toward the 
Philippine insurgents in the event we 
reach an agreement ror the suapension of 
hestilities with Spain. lt is stipulated in 
our peace terms that the United States 
military forces shall occupy and establish 
a military form of government over the 
city of Mamila and the bay, with the sur- 
rounding territory. 

This involves an tmmediate surrender of 
the Spanieh forces, not to Aguinaldo, but 
to General Merritt, and*there is seome ap- 
prehension that the insurgents, will resent 
this very bitterly and that It will be neces- 
sary to expel them forcibly from the tevri- 
tory desired. Beyond this, it is s @ in 
some quarters that pending the decision of 
the peace commiesions as to the future uf 
the Fthilippines, the «nited States will be 
morally bound to maintain the statu quo 
wn the islands at large. In other words, 
having deprived Spain of the means of rex 
sisting the onslaughts of the insurgents, it 
has been urged that the United States 
would be bound to prevent the latter from 
continuing their warfare. 

There is a lack of information in Wash- 
ington in many important points as to 
the conditions in the Fialiippines. For in- 
stance, it is not known, even approximate- 
ly, how extensive the revolutionary move- 
ment has been through tihe vast group of 
1,200 islands and among the. large popula- 
tion, estimated to aggregate between 38,0U0,- 
(08 and 15,000,0U0. If the revolutionary move- 
ment is general and extends to very many 
of une islands the task presented to the 
United States mMitary and.naval authori- 
ties will be one of great magmitude in the 
event that it is decided to be incum- 
bent upon us not to restore Spauish sove- 
reignty where it ihas been lost, but to pre- 
vent its overthrow In ‘sections where it is 
still supreme and to prevent excesses and 
outrages. at the hands of the insurgents.

OFFICIAL REPORT 


Brigadier Geueral Describes Battle Ia 
Front of Santiago. 


DETAILS ‘OF THE FIGHT GIVEN 


Commander Recites the Part Every 
Regiment Played in Engagement. 


AMERICAN VALOR IS HIGHLY LAUDED

Headquarters of the First Division of the 
Fifth Army Corps, Near Santiago de Cuba, 
July 22.—Major General Shafter having au- 
thorized the publication of the official re- 
port of the brigadier general, J. Ford Kent, 
of the battle of July Ist, 24 and 3d, a certi- 
fied copy of the report ts-rrew furnished to 
theAssociated Press by Major A. C. Sinarpe, 
assistant adjutant general, First division, 
Fifth army corps. The report is as folluws: 

“Headquarters of the First Division, First 
Army Corps, in the Field, Fort San Juan, 
Near Santiago de Cuba, July %.—To the 
Assistant Adjutant General, Fifth Army 
Corps. Sir: I have the. honor to submit 
the following report of the operations of 
my commana in t4e battle of July Ist: 

“On the afternoon of July Wth, pursuant 
to orders given me verbally by the corps 
commander at his headquarters, I moved 
my Second and Third brigades (Parson and 
Wykoff) forward about two miles to a 
point on the Santlago road near corps 
headquarters. Here the troops bivouacked. 
The First brigade (Hawkins) remained in 
its camp on the two preceding days, slight- 
ly in the rear of corps headquarters. On 
the following morning (July 1st) at 7 o’clock 
I rode forward to the hill where Captain 
Grimes’s battery was in position. I here 
met Lieutenant Colonel McClearnand, as- 
sistant adjutant general of the Fifth corps, 
who pointed out to me a green hill in the 
distance which was to be my objective 
point on my left, and either he or Lieuten- 
ant Miley, of Major General Shafter’s staff, 
gave me directions to keep my right on the 
main road leading to the Aty of Santiago. 
I had previously given the necessary orders 
for Hawkins’s brigade to move early, to be 
followed in ‘turn by Wykoff and Parson. 
Shortly after Grimes’s battery opened fife 
I rode down to the stream, and there found 
General Hawkins at the head of his 
brigade at a point about 250 yards from the 
El Paso sugar house. Here I gave him his 
orders. 

Spanish Artillery Opens. 

“The enemy’s artillery now replying to 
Grimes’s battery, I rode forward with 
Hawkins about. 150 yards, closely followed 
by the Sixth infantry, which was leading 
the First brigade. At this point I received 
instructions to allow the cavalry the right 
of way, but for some unknown reason they 
moved up véry slowly, thus causing a de- 
lay in my advance of fully forty minutes. 
Lieutenant Miley, of General Shafter’s 
staff. was at this point and understood how 
the division was delayed and repeated 
several times that he understood I was 
making all the progress possible. General 
Hawkins went forward and word came 
back in a few minutes that it would be 
possible to obgerve the enemy’s position 
from the fro I immediately rode for- 
ward with-my staff. The fire of the enemy's 
sharpshooters wa very, distinoetly feit at 
thia time. I crossed the main ford of tne 
San Juan river, joined General Hawkins 
and with him observed the enemy’s position 
from a point some distance in advance of 
the ford. General Hawkins deemed it poa- 
sible to turn the enemy’s right at Fort 
San Juan, but later, unger the-heavy fi:-, 
this was found impracticable for the lust 
brigade, but was accomplished by the Third 
brigade comjng up later on General tlaw- 
kins’s lett. 

‘‘Having completed the observation with 
my staff, I proceeded to join the head of 
my division just coming under heavy fire. 
Approaching the First brigade 1 directed 
them to move alongside the cavairy, which 
was halted. We were already suffering 
josses caused by the balloon near by at- 
tracting fire and disc:osing our position. 

‘The enemy’s infantry fire, steadily in- 
creasing in intensity, now came from all 
directions, not only trom the tront and the 
dense tropic thickets on our flanKs, Dut 
from sharpsnooters thickiy posted in tretes 
in our rear and from. sharpnel ap- 
parentuy ailmea at the waiioon. Licucenait 
Colonel Derby. of Shaltter’s stafl, met me 
about cthis time and informed me thal a 
trail or narrow way had ween discoverru 
trom the oai.oon a snort distance Dack 
jeauing to tne left of a tord lower duywa 
the stream. 1 hastened to dhe iorks Miaue 
by this road and soon after the bBeveuly- 
nmrst New iorK regiment OL Hawkins s 
origaue Came up.

many of them were encouraged by the ad- 
vance of the approaching column to arise 
and go forward. As already stated, I had 
received orders some time before to keep 
in the rear of the cavairy division. Their 
advance was much delayed, resuiting in 
freqnent ‘halts, presumably to drop tneir 
. blanket rolls and due to @ie natural delay 
in fording a stream. These delays under 
such hot fire grew exceedingly irksome and 
I therefore pushed the head of my division 
as quickly toward the river in column or 
files of twos paralleled in the narrow way 
by the cavalry. 

“This quickened the forward movement 
and enabled me to get into position as 
speedily as possible for the attack. Owing 
to the congested conditions of the road 
the progress of the marrow column was, 
however, painfully sicw. I again sent 4 
staff officer at a gallop to urge forward the 
troops in the rear. The head of Wyckoff's 
brigade reached the (orks at 12:20 p. m.

Move Forward in Good Order. 


‘Crossing the lower fork a few minutes 
later, the Tenth and Second moved forward 
in column in goo@ order toward the green 
knoll already referred to as my objective 
point on the left. Approaching the knoll 
the regiment deployed, passed over the 
knoll and ascendeg the high ridge beyond, 
driving back the enemy in*the direct:on of 
his trenches. I observed this movement 
from the fort on San Juan hill. Colone) E. 
P. Pearson, Tenth infantry, commanding 
the Second briga@e, and the officers and 
troops under his command, deserved great 
credit for the soldierly manner in which 
this movement was executed. I earnestly 
recommend Colonel Pearson for promotion, 
Prior to this advance of the Second brigade,

given him to transmit to his brigade com- 
mander, who longer existed. 

“The enemy having retired to a second 
line of riffe pits, I directed my_line to hold 
their positions and intrench. At ten min- 
utes past 3_p. m., I received almost sim- 
ultaneously two requests, one from Col- 
onel Wood, commanding a cavalry brigade, 
and one from Géneral Sumner, asking for 
assistance for the cavalry on my right,°as 
they were hard pressed. I immediately 
sent to their aid the Thirteenth infantry, 
which promptly went on thig further mis- 
sion despite the heavy losses they had al- 
ready sustained. 

“Great credit is due to thé gallant of- 
ficer and gentieman, Brigacéer General H. 
S. Hawkins, who, placing himseif between 
the two regiments, landed his brigade, the 
Sixth and Sixteenth infantry, urged anid 
led them by votce and bugle ealis to the 
attack so sutcessfully accomplished. My 
earnest thanks.are due to my staff officers 
present at my side and under my personal 
observation on the field, especially to Ma- 
jor A. ©, Sharpe assistant adjutant geen* 
eral; Major Philip Reade. inspector gen- 
eral; Captain» U. G. MeAlexander, chief 
quartermaster, and my aids, First Lieu- 
tenant George 8S.

Colonel N. E. Harris Made a Splendid 
Talk Also—It Was an Inspiring 


Gathering. 
Mount Airy, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)— 
six thousand citizens of north Georgia 
gathered here from Habersham, Robin- 


son, White, Hall, Gwinne:t. Union, Banks, 
Walton and Franklin counties to ratify in 
harmony the action of the United States 
jn declaring war on Spain for the sake of 
humunity, and in indorsing all the 
moves made by the administration in the 
prosecution of this war. 

The orator of the day was Judge Emory 
Speer, of Macon, Ga.. and among those in 


_his audience were many persons from the 


towns of Galnesville, Demorest and Clarks- 
ville, and many visitors from New Orleans 


and Mississipp!, who were stopping at 
those pYaces. A fine platform had been 


erected in a shady grove, and on it were 
the speakers, the guests of honor and a 
dozen young ladies, who furnished both in- 
strumental and vocal music. 

The master of ceremonies was Colonel 
Wileox, from Habersham county. The 
chaperones were Mrs. Speer and daughters, 
from Macon, and Mrs. Tebault and daugh- 
ters. of New Orleans. 

After the prayer the orator was intro- 
duced by Mayor Dennis. After the speech 
of Judge Speer, which was eloquént, his- 
torical and statesmanlike, music followed, 
and then there was a speech by. Colonel 
N. E. Harris, more musie and last of all, 
the barbecue, 

The barbecue was a delightful and well- 
spread affair, and when nearly 6,000 people 
had been fed, the committee on arrange- 
ments announced that much meat dnd 500 
loaves of bread remained, which was uorder- 
ed distributed among the needy ones of 
the district. The meeting was an unprece- 
dented success. From the start to finish 
there was not a false note, and throughout 
it breathed the spirit of the highest ‘and 
best patriotism. Among the prominent 
persons present were Hon, William Clif- 
ton, Colonel Ab,.Wafford, of Banks, and 
Colonel F. Pope Thomson, of the same 


county; Judge James B. Gaston, of Gaines- 


ville, and Senator Perkins. Colone! Clif- 


ton says that without doubt Judge Speer’s . 


speech was one of the finest orations ever 
delivered. Judge Speer’s address was in 
part as follows: 

“What were the wrongs put upon Cuba? 
They cry to heaven. They are deep-burn- 
ing wrongs, to stir a fever in the biood 
of age or make the infant sinews strong as 
steel. Warfare repugnant to every princi- 
pie of Christianity. It was to pen up in 
their trochas and barbed-wire entangle- 
ments, surrounded by brutal guards, the 
poor, inoffensive reconcentrados, the men, 
women and children from the country, and 
there put them to death with al] the hor- 
rors of slow starvation, and that, my coun- 
trymen at a distance from its shores of 
this Christian land not greater than from 
from here to our capital city. 

“It was demnostrated to the senate of 
the United Sattes that by direction of 
Weyler and his officers in the last year be- 
fore the commencement of hostilities, be- 
tween this country and Spain, they had 
actually starved to death 200,000 men, women 
and children, perhaps twice as many as 
every man, woman and child in the great 
city of Atlanta. Contemplate this, if you 
ean, and determine if American manhood 
could tolerate the spectacle longer. Am I 
my brother’s keeper? the sinister and the 
selfish will ask. Yes, a thousand times 
yes, in the sight of God and man, when it 
is possible for you to spare him cruel 
‘Wrong, to protect from starvation and mur- 
der, to confer the blessings of order and 
right, of Mberty and law. This was the 
purpose of our country. To this purpose 
our noble president has consecrated all 
the tender magnanimity of his Christian 
heart, ail the cool, courageous, skilful 
Statesmanlike manhood of his resourceful 
nature, and our countrymen, without re- 

ard to creed to condition, or political af- 

liations, uphold his hands. From | the 
«reat bodies of Christian clergymen, from 
Yast aggregations of workingmen, ftom 
the great boards of commerce of the cities, 
from the great heart of the people there 
comes the cry, ‘Well done, good and falth- 
ful servant.’ 

Message from Confederates. 


“And thank God, there went forth to 
all the world from those thousands of con- 
federate veterans who lately assembled in 
Georgia, a message offered by Lieutenant 
Genera] Stephen D. Lee, and transmitted 
by Lieutenant General John B. Gordon, 
the noblest types of as noble manhood as 
the world has ever seen, words of cheer, 
comfort and encouragement and assistance 
to the president of our reunited land. O, 
my countrymen, what a spectacle to the 
carping critics of our institutions. In the 
language of Senator Daniel, of Virginia,

which received the news that the bastile 
had fallen.’

People of Great Britain went to a war 
which lasted for years because the Span- 
lards cut off the ear of a British subject 
Of the name of Jenkins. Carlyle states 
that he carried his ear around in cotton for 
many years and occasionally took it out 
and looked at it with a kind of ursine 
piety. But trivial as was the wrong as 
compared with the massacre of nearly 300 
American sailors. it was sufficient to make 
that noble people resent the affront to 
the meteor flag of England.

Farmers Fire on Soldiers Invading 
Their Grounds. 


Bremen, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)—The 
citizens of this place have been reading 
of the war in Cuba and all about the bom- 
bardment of Santiago, but they did not 
expect it to break out so near at home; 
but there was a considerable skirmish just 
south of the rifle range last night, about 
9 o'clock, on the farm of Mr. Entrekin, 
in which six @ldiers belonging to the 
Twelfth regiment came out considerably 
worsted, being loaded down with squirrel 
shot—from fifteen to thirty shot in each 
soldier.

The six wounded soldiers retreated in 
disorder ard made their way back to camp, 
considerably worsted for their watermelon 
raid. The dcctor at the camp had an all- 
night job picking out the shot. None of 
the soldiers are dangerously murt, but are 
very sore. The soldiers are mad and 
threatening the farmers and trouble is 
expected unless the depredations are stop-

This display 
is one of the most attractive in the hall. 

The Sugar Hill orchard, owned by Mr. 
W. W. Stevens, makes a display of plums, 
grapes and peaches. 

The Moreland nurseries, of Coweta coun- 
ty, show fourteen varieties of grapes, three 
of peaches, besides pluins and other vae- 
rieties of fruit, all of which is temptingly 
and artistically displayed and attracts a 
full share of the attention. Close to this 
table is a handsome dispiay of G. H. Miller 
& Son, of Rome. This embraces fourteen 
varieties of peaches, the most beautiful 
rosy-cheeked and yellow apples, including 
eight varieties, pears, cherries and other 
fruits, besides eight varieties of piums. 

Messrs. W. W. Thompson and R. P. 
Johnson, of Smithville, showed beautiful 
specimens of pears besides peaches, plums, 
grapes, quinces and pomegranates. 

L. R. Farmer, of Louisville, Ga., makes 
a handsome display of peaches and pears, 
while W. H. Hopkins, of that place, snow- 
ed the finest lot of egg plants ever grown 
in Georgia. One of the best displays in the 


cludes several varieties of grapes, many of 
peaches, pears, plums and other fine fruits 
grown upon the model farm near Americus. 
Another fine exhibition which attracted

enormous sums paid to receivers, Let a 
halt be called to the practice. 

The New Situation. 

Such organs of British opinion as 
The ‘London Spectator are beginning to 
speak of the United States as they nev- 
er have done before. Especially has 
The Spectator been impatient of our 
methods, our notions, our hopes, our 
democracy and our literature. Nothing 
great, or good, or respectable, or fairly 
decent could issue forth from this land 
of obtuse victims of political equality. 
Such was The Spectator’s view, and it 
was the view of pretty nearly ose,Who 


vated Englishmen, especially those who 
had never made a tour of this country 
with their ‘“‘tubs.”’ 

But since Manila and Santiago, there 
has been a distinct change of tone-anda 
attitude. We are pretty good fellows af- 
ter all; in fact, all the criticisms. that 
have been leveled at us by the Britons 
has been due to the blood relationship 
between the two countries, since we are 
freer, don’t you know, to criticise the 
members of 6ur own family. Such is 
the revised British view, and no doubt 
there is something in it. 

Anyhow, it was quite time that the 
brethren over-sea should begin to per- 
ceive that the real solution. of what 
may be termed the world problem: lies 
in the friendly and effective co-operation 
of the English-speaking countries. Some 
would call it the co-operation of Anglo- 
Saxons, but that would be to narrow 
the matter. The man who speaks Eng- 
lish, even with a foreign twang, and be- 
lieves in liberty and admires democratic 
institutions is a goog enough Anglo- 
Saxon for all purposes. 

There are various reasons why Eng- 
land is beginning to find something 
good in the Americans; and it does not 
hurt their efficacy to admit at once 
that they are selfish reasons. The 
selfishness of nations has always been 
respectable, provided it is open and 
above board. It is another form of 
the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber. But during the past twelve months 
there have been events and happenings 
which have had the effect of bringing 
hame to the minds of the English the 
isolation of that country in the Euro- 
pean colony of nations. It is the jiso- 
lation of a Titan, let us say, but isola- 
tion none the less. 

It was powerless in the Armenian mat- 
ter, powerless in Crete and Greece. pow- 
erless to prevent the movement of Rus- 
sia through China, and powerless to 
prevent the ‘movement of Russia 
through China, and powerless. to 
call a halt to the partitioning of China. 
The situation was an interesting, one 
and would have grown in interest but 
for the outbreak of the war with Spain. 
This war, as The Spectator observes, 
has demonstrated that there is 
power in the west of be reckoned with 
—a new power which ts sure some time 
or other, if not now, certainly later, to 
have an effect on what is called the 
European eauilibrium. 

The opening of the present war found 
England’ without any effective allies in 
Europe. Arrayed against her (in a com- 
mercial and political sense) was the 
triple alliance—Germany, Austria and 
Italy—and the dual alliance—Russia and 
France. The elose of the war, come 
when it may, will find her on the verge 
of an understanding with the most pow- 
erful nation in the world, and with the 
way all cleared for an effective co-oper- 
ation, or an alliance even, should the 
occasion arise. 

This would involve the most tremend- 


ous combination the world ever saw, in- |! 


cluding, as it would, that nation of yel- 
low jackets, Japan. Continental Europe 
would need alliits equilibrium to meet 
such a cambination: and, indeed, would 
not meet it. Instead of war, therefore, 
we should have a long era of peace. 
An alliance is not necessarv, nor even 
a formal understanding. Indeed, we 
think matters have gone far enough al- 
ready to convince European statesmen 
that a new factor ‘has appeared on the 
scene, and that they will have to recast 
their calculations. They must be aware 
that the English-speaking nations will 
co-operate with each other. when the 
pinch comes, and this fact will serve to 
show them how futile “a formal alliance 
against these nations must be. 

As The Spectator says, this will be the 
most important fact in the history of 
the twentieth century. 


° The Nicaragua Canal. 

We trust that there is something 
more than idlé rumor in the announce- 
ment which comes from Washington to 
tthe effect thait President McKinley, af- 
ter conferring with ex-Senator Warner 
Miller, of New York, president of the 
INicaragua canal commission, and 
Senator John T. Morgan, of Alabama, 
one of the Yeading advocates of that 
project {n congress, has decided to rec- 
ommend immediate legislation looking 
toward the completion of the Nicaragua 
canal by the United States government. 

Too much stress can hardly be laid 
upon the importance to the world’s 
commerce of this proposed waterway 
connecting the gulf of Mexico with the 
Pacific ocean, and there is every reason 
why it should be built and operated by 
the United States government. 

In the first place the United States 
government has more to gain from the 
completion of the ‘Nicaragua canal than 
has any other government in either 
hemisphere; and in the second place 
the interference of any other govern- 
ment in the matter is bound to entail 
complications and embarrassments. 6So 
also it is better for the proposed wa- 
terway to be owned by the United States 
government than it its for it to be owned 
by syndicates or corporations. 

For years past thoughtful minds have 
been impressed with the fact that the 
completion of the Nicaragua canal was 
one of the greatest needs of the world’s 
commerce, and more especially of the 
commerce of the United States. Recent 
events, however, have served to empha- 
size and underscore the -reasons for 
prosecuting this work and to show that 
the United States government miust take 
the initiative in the matter. If the Nic- 
aragua canal had been in operation at 
the commencement of the present war 
things would have been greatly simpli- 
fled and Captain Clark, of the Oregon, 
instead of subjecting his vessel to the 
perils and delays incfGent to rounding 
the continent of South America, would 
have reached his destination without in- 
curring the risk 
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pily enough for us there were no dis- 
asters attendant upon the voyage of the 
Oregon around the continent of South 
America, but while congratulating our- 
selves upon this fortunate result we 
must not close our eyes to the im- 
portance of gtarding ourselves against 
such possible mishaps in the future. 
Thus the instinct of self-preservation 
teaches us that we must bend our ener- 
gies toward the completion of the Nic- 
aragua canal. ‘When this artificial 
channel is opened we.can station war- 
ships at the entrance and shift them at 
pleasure either to the Atlantic or to the 
Pacific coasts as public safety may re- 
quire: On commercial as well as on 
Strategic grounds there are strong rea- 
sons why the Nicaragua canal should 
be finished without delay. In the first 
place, it will give us direct water com- 
munication with oriental markets, en- 
abling us to cultivate trade relations 
with the east to better advantage, and 
in the second place it will shorten by 
more than 10,000 miles the voyages 
which our vessels are now forced to 
make. We must not allow ourselves to 
lose sight of the fact that the rapidity 
ofour national development entails upon 
us the necessity of seeking new mar- 
kets for our surplus products; other- 
wise we are bound to suffer from stag- 
nation. We must be on the alert and 
we will find that with the assistance of 
the Nicaragua canal we can accom- 
plish great strides toward cultivating 
trade relations with the east. 

On account of the proximity of this 
immediate section tothe site of the pro- 
posed waterway there are peculiar ben- 
efits which the completion of the Nic- 
ragua canal holds out to the south. 
While its effect will be to stimulate the 
trade of the whole country generally its 
effect will also be to stimulate the trade 
of the south particularly. Indeed, there 


-is nothing which teems with greater 
hk promise to ‘the south than the comple- 


‘on of the Nicaragua canal, and the 
aver of this section’ is that no delay 
be encountered in prosecuting the 
rise. 
that President McKinley 
will not be satisfied with any, inere 
formal or perfunctory recommendation 
in the matter of bringing before con- 
gress the importance of the completion 
of the (Nicaragua canal by the United 
States government. He should lend the 
full weight of ‘his administrative influ- 
ence toward securing such legis!ation as 
is necessary to carry out the project vp- 
on which so,much depends. 
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A Remarkable Precedent. 

Some of the leading newspapers cf the 
country are roundly scoring Rear Ad- 
miral MeNair for banqueting Admiral 
Cervera several days ago at Annapolis, 
but we see no reason’ for abusing the 
gallant American officer for thus doing 
honor to the distinguished Spanish 
prisoner who has shown himself to be 
worthy of the most considerate treat- 
ment at the hands of his captors. 

Of course, if the hospitality shown 
to Admiral Cervera on the occasion to 
which we refer {nvolved any sacrifice of 
principle or any compromise of the na- 
tion’s self-respect, there would be some 
ground for criticism; but such is not the 
case. In banqueting Admiral Cervera it 
was merely the design of Rear Admiral 
McNair to manifest in some tangible 
way the respect which he entertained 
for the splendid chivalry of the former; 
and so, far from exposing him to cen- 
sure, this graceful act of courtesy should 
rather commend him to genera] admira- 
tion. 

While Admiral Cervera represents the 
country with which we are now at war 
we must not forget the fact that we are 
due him some consideration for his gal- 
lant treatment of Lieutenant Hobson. 
Were it not for the noble spirit which 
he displayed in coming to the: rescue 
of the ‘hero of the Merrimac we might 
today be mourning the ill-starred ad- 
venture of that brave officer. So, with- 
out violating any of the proprieties of 
warfare we can well afford to pay trib- 
ute to the splendid chivairy which 
stamps AdffMiral Cervera as one of the 
kn*zhtliest scions of his race. 

Again, in the present war Americans 
have bedecked themselves with the lau- 
rels of victory. y have lost little. 
while the enemy has lost much; and 
surely they can afford to be magnani- 
mous. In the eves of the fair-minded 
world they are bound to meet with un- 
stinted approval for any display of vir- 
tue on their part which shows that they 
ean fight without hatred and conquer 
without bitterness. 

So, while banqueting the foe is some- 
thing altogether unique in the world’s 
experience, it is nevertheless to the 
eredit of Americans: that they have suc- 
ceeded in rising above the narrow limi- 
tations of belligerent ethics and of 
showing to the world that they are not 
so blinded by the smoke of battle that 
they cannot recognize true worth in the 
foe.

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/|ADASHING PRINCESS 


WHO SHOCKED ATLANTA. 


¢ Shortly after the civil war cloaed, when 
Atlunta was nothing but a collection of 


-Shanties and ash heaps, one of the federal 


commanding officers here was the notorious 
Brigadier Genera] Salm-Salm. 

The general was a German prince, an 
adventurer whose love of war had caused 
him to,come over to this country to serve 
under the stars and stripes.” It is not 
charged that he ever dodged a fight, but 
his soldierly reputation was not of the 
best. There were rumors of his cruelty to 
confederate prisoners, and it was said that 
he was the black sheep of the noble house 
of Anhalt, a principality which was ab- 
sorbed in the north German confederation. 

Possibly our peopie could have stood the 
rough prince, the soldier of fortune, with 
his swaggering ways, his loud profanity 
and the pet black bear which frequently 
accompanied him in his buggy, but they 
drew their line at the princess. 
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The Princess Salm-Salm was a hummer! 

She was noted for her daring equestrian- 
ism, her magnificent physique, a beauty 
that was dark and overbold, and a sug- 
gestive abandon which startled those who 
saw her for the firgt time. 

The modest women who met the princess 
dashing on her mettled steed through our 
streets were as mad as blue blazes, and 
they declared that she was no better than 
she should be. 

In this judgment the wives of the federal 
Officers of the garrison fully agreed and 
the princess would have been utterly ta- 
booed, if her nerve and audacity had rot 
been equal to every emergency. 

Was she so very pretty? Women said 
that she was not; that she was too brazen, 
but the men raved over her. A London 
Times correspondent in those days gave 
this pen picture of her: 

“Her complexion hadf a mellow olive 
tinge, and her hair was very. black. She 
had a smooth, rounded forehead, finely 
penciled arched brows, and large, hght 
brown eyes, full of mischief and fun, fine 
straight nose, and a rather large mouth 
with full coral lips and a humorous ex- 
pression. $he was of middle size and 
gracefuily built, with a small waist and 
phenomenally small feet. She was as elas- 
tic as India rubber, and, though frail look- 
ing, Was very strong.” 

It was whispered among the officers’ 
wives, reported on the streets and hinted 
in the newspapers that Salm-Salm's beau- 
tiful devil had been a circus rider, and 
that he had married her after once meeting 
her by chance. 

Certainly she rode well enough for a cir- 
cus profgssional. 

The general verdict was that she Wae a 
bold, bad woman, an adventuress like her 
husband, and she never crossed an Atlanta 
threshold. 

People felt relieved when the prince and 
princess drifted away from here to join 
Maximilian in Mexico. They shook their 
heads whey they heard that the two had 
distinguished themse!ves in the service of 
the empire. They could net and would, not 
believe that Salm-Salm and his wife had 
any good in them. 


Some very brilliant women, in spite of 
shady antecedents and social offenses, oc- 
casionally reinstate themselves and live 
down their past. The Princess Salm-Salm 
seems to be one of this class. A recent 
article in The New York Sun has the fol- 
lowing 

“In one of the finest residences on the 
Coblentz strasse, in Bonn, dwel's a woman 
who crowded into one decade probably more 
thrilling experiences than any other woman 
now living. As Agnes Leclercq, a famous 
beauty and wit, she flashed and emerged 
as the Princess Salm-Salm: Her career in 
Mexico as the well-nigh successful res- 
cuer of Maximilian stamped her as a hero- 
ine, and this reputation she nobly sustain- 
ed in her subsequent career as an army 
nurse:in the Franco-Prussian war. Agnes 
Leclercq is known in many European courts 
as ‘the American princess.’ This is an er- 
ror, in common with many other state- 
ments made in regard to this much-malign- 
ed yet brave woman. She was born in 
Cuba, about gixty years ago. Her father, 
a wealthy French citizen of Havana, died, 
leaving three smail daughters to the care 
of a near kinsman in New Yorfrk. The 
sisters received their education in New 
York. Agnes, the brightest, prettiest and 
most dashing of the three, excelled in 
literary studies and equestrianism. Her 
predilection for military matters and her 
love of adventure brought her to Washing- 
ton at an early period of the civil war. 
Endowed with yvuth, beauty and ample 
means, she svon became a_ recognized 
power in the military excitement_and pouiti- 
cal jobbery of the. time. She had many 
iriends among her own sex, and, though 
the most unconventional woman in the 
then motley popwiation of the capital, she 
enjoyed the respect of its best soctal ele- 
ment. 

“Nevertheless, unkind and untruthful 
stories concerning Ner were sometimes 
whispered by those who were jealous of 
her popuiarity. She was reputed to fave 
failed both as a circus rider and a tight- 
rope walker, and to nave discarded several 
husbands. These. statements were false- 
hoods. She was a patron of the National 
hotel, then tne most fashionable hostelry 
in Washington, and her favorite pastime 
was forming parties of friends to visit the 
camping ground of the Army of the Po- 
tomuac, at Arlington. Her favorite attire 
on these excursions was a cich, dark riding 
habit, gilt buttoned and gold braided. f!cm 
her riding hat swept three large Llack 
plumes, and her mount was a huge } ack 
thoroughbred with an incurable fcnuness 
for promenading Pennsylvania avenue on 
his hind feet. Her perfect cont-ol of this 
horse doubtless gave rise to the rumor 
that his fair owner had once been a circar 
rider. A liveried negro servant usually ac- 
companie¢e her on her walks ind rides. 

“In the German corps of the Army of the 
Potomac was a young officer who, in com- 
pany with many others, had left Europe in 
search of adventures in the American wir. 
Felix Salm-Salm was a younger son of the 
reigning house of Anhalt, which principali- 
ty is now absorbed in the north German 
confederation. He was bred as a soldier, 
and served with distinction in the Holstein 
campaign, but he was extravagant in his 
tastes and left Europe deeply in debt. 
Shortly after receiving from Presii2nut L.in- 
coln a commission as a volunteer officer in 
the union army, Prince Felix Salm-Salm, 
thirty-four years old, became acquainted 
with Agnes Leclercq, and lost no time ‘n 
proposing marriage. The fascinativun was 
mutual, and a truer love match never was 
made. They were married, not secretly, 
but quietly, by the Rev. J. A. Walte-, who 
died in Washington three years 4&g0, 
mourned by every religious denomination 
in the city. Father Walter, having learned 
beyond a peradventure that <hera waz no 
legal obstacle to the marriage, performed 
the ceremony on August #0, :652, in Bt. 
Patrick's church.” 


According to The London Times. the 
beauty, grace and tact of the pr.vcers 
caused her husband to be promote] from a 
colonelcy to a brigadier generaiship in the 
federal army.

Toward the last, however, she acted with 
great heroism and almost succeeded im 
saving the life of the emperor Her hus- 
band was sentenced to six years’ impr'son- 
ment, but the princess securei his rclease 
through the influence o/ powerful American 
friends, including President Johnson. 

The prince aad his wife vere received at 
the Austrian court and . Maximilian’s 
mother gave prazess a splendi4 brace- 
let containing a portrait of the emperor, 
settied an Annuity of $1,200 upon aver and 

et a chaicau in Austria. 
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war. The princess spent her time on bat- 
tlefields and in hospitals until the war 
‘ended. Some years later she married a 
wealthy Englishman, the Hon, Charles 
Heneage, who is now confined in an asy- 
lum. His wife has an ample fortune, .but 
she avoids society and devotes her life to 
good works. 

Princess Salm-Salm, ag she is still called, 
has been welcomed at every court in 
Europe. She devoted many years to the 
afflicted ex-Empress Carlotta, taking care 
of her with affectionate fidelity. 

This is the story, from various conflict- 
ing sources, of the princess who once 
startled and shocked the good people of 
Atlanta.

GENERAL LONGSTREET 
CRITICISES SHAFTER. 


Among those who have commented on 


‘Shafter’s management of the Santiago cam- 


paign is General James Longstreet. While 
in Chicago Tuesday he was interviewed on 
the conduct of the war with Spain. 

He declared that disaster to the American 
arms, similar in some respects to Napo- 
leon’s experience at Moscow, was averted 
at Santiago only by some lucky accident. 

“It’s certain that somebody blundered,” 
he remarked, “and I believe the biunderer 
was General Shafter. It might have gone 


hard with Shafter’s men if Admiral Cer- 


vera had been allowed to follow his own 
judgment and remain in Santiago harbor 
to co-operate with the Spanish land forces 
in an engagement with the Americans, I 
even believe our land forces would have 
been repulsed. 

“Chance circumstances alone, such as 
lack of food and confidence among the 
Spaniards, decreed that the fate of our 
men should not be as I hawe described. ~If 
a city is to be carried by storm it is indis- 
pensable that the assailants have sufficient 
strength. The advance of Shafter’s army 
on Santiago was ill considerea trom nearly 
all points of view. The conduct of the 
troops was admirable and little less heroic 
than the action of Pickett’s troops at Get- 
tysburg or of Meagher’s brigade at Fred- 
ericksburg. The Rough Riders’ fame ought 
to be secure. They charged on foot in- 
stead of horseback, but otherwise they are 
types of the heroes of Balaklava.”’ 

General Longstreet said it might have 
been prolonged for many months if Shafter 
had sustained even a temporary reverse at 
Santiago. He remarked that, whildé there 
is no adequate parallel between the strug- 
gle of the civil war and the combat with 
Spain, he recognized that the recent feats 
of naval warfare under Dewey and Schley 
have never been surpassed for dash and 
brilliancy. He criticised little save the 
Santiago campaign. He spoke in com- 
mendation of General Miles’ cagmpaign in 
Porto Rico, and said it was his firm belief 
that Miles is a field tactician and strategist 
of great ability. 

The veteran, who is a republican in poll- 
tics, declared he is uncompromisingly op- 
posed to a policy of conquest or imperialism 
for this nation, laughingly remarking that 
‘a 
legacy in the blood’’ acquired during his 
early affillation with the democratic party. 
He termed the imperialistic tendency as un- 
American and unwise, besides being of 
doubtful philanthropy and suggestive of a 
desire to break world pledges. 

“Peace with honor might be 
through conquest,” ‘he said, 
be honor rooted in dishonor.”

demnity and half a dozen coaling stations 
throughout the East and West Indies, are 
favored by General Longstreet as the terms 
of peace for Spain. 

The general spoke of the failure to send 
southern troops to the front as causing dis- 
satisfaction in the south, but said the war 
has done much to obliterate the last ves- 
tiges of sectional feeling. He said the sol- 
diers from the southern states would have 
been able to withstand the Cuban climate 
and that they would probably escape mae 
laria and yellow fever, ‘‘as their officers 
would know enough to keep them on the 
move.” 

Interrogated as to his estimate of Prince 
Bismarck’s career, the old soldier said to a 
Chicago Chronicle reporter: 

“Doubtless Prince Bismarck was a great 
man, but the was too thoroughgoing a re- 
presentative of the imperialistic idea to 
command my unstinted admiration.’’ 
General Longstreet is accompanied by 
his wife. They left ever the Northwesfern 
road yesterday. While in the west the gen- 
eral will inspect the Union Pacific and Cen- 
tra Pacific railroad properties.

As to City Control. 

Fditor Constitution—Sympathizing with 
your efforts to reduce the expense of ry;,. 
ning the city government, I would like to 
call public attntion to a matter that has 
heretofore been neglected. That js the 
regulation and contro] of such Monopolies 
as the gas, electric light and telephone 
companies, the street railways already 
being under discussion. I am of the opin. 
ion that under strict civil service rules 
controlling appointments and Gischarge of 
public employees, the city could own and 
operate these natural moropolies for the 
great benefit of the people. The work on 
municipal ownership, such as Dr. Shaw's 
Professor Ely’s, and others, Citing the 
experience of the cities of Great Britain 
conclusively show how successfully they 
have been operated by the public. Ip 
those cities of such size and_importance ag 
Glasgow, Leeds, Belfast, Birmingham ana 
others, gas is sold to the public at about 
3) -cents per thousand, against $1 in At. 
lanta, ang yet sufficient surplus laid aside 
to pay interest on the bonds issued tg 
purchase the works and make all re. 
pairs, etc. 
true of water, etc. 

But if we are not ready to adopt the 
ownership of these natural monopolies at 
present we should adopt what those cities 
there have done who likewise do not own 
them. 

They regulate and control them by ¢ 
board authorized by an act of parliament, 
a board similar to our,state railroad com. 
mission. 

Our city council should ask the genera] 
assembly of Georgia for the power to cre. 
ate a board to be appointed by the mayor, 
with authority to investigate the affairs 
of these monopolies and to require them 
to give the people the best service for the 
least money consistent with a fair return 
On the capital invested by the’ people who 
own them. Besides, regulating the manner 
in which the public shall be served.- At 
present the citizen has no redress against 
extortion or mistake on the part of the 
officers and employees of these various 
monopolies, 

A board of control is better than com- 
petition. Monopolies don’t compete, they 
combine. The city council thought to rem. 
edy the telephone business by allowing 
another company to compete. Two tele. 
phone companies are a nuisance, as ig 
demonstrated in every city where tried— 
far better to have One and control the 
price and service of that one, 

I think it also about time to consider 
the question of asking pay for the use of 
our streets, Which have heretofore been 
given free. The cities of Great Britain 
and scme in America are enjoying immense 
revenue from leasing the r.ght to use the 
streets by the telephone, gas, electric light 
ang street railway companies. They lease 
them to the highest bidder for a term of 
years. The gags company has been using 
the streets free for more than twenty 
years. If you take this period, which the 
law names as the life term of a corpora- 
tion, as a just one in which a corporation 
is to get back its outlay, the gas com- 
pany should now pay us a handsome rey- 
enue €or use of the getreets. 

In reducing the salaries and expense of 
running the city, let us also increase the 
revenue from these big monopolies that 
have been getting everything free. Truly,

League of Municipal Workers Still in 
Session in Detroit. 


EXCURSION FOR THE DELEGATES 


Election of Officers for the Next Year 
Will Now Engross the Con- 
vention. 


Detroit, Mich, August 3.—After listening 
to some exhaustive essays upon water sup- 
Ply, the members of the Leagu2> of Amer- 
ican Municipalities spent the afternoon 
aboard the ferry steamer Pleasure. 

The question of remuneration to cities 
for franchise vights in streets and alleys 
Was discussed today sn a paper by Mayor 
McMurray, of Denver. The people, he sail, 
were beginning to realize that if a fran- 
chise is a thing of value as soon as received 
by the corporation obtaining it, then there 
is no reason why it should not be con- 
Sidered a thing of value, worthy of ade- 
quate compensation, whey, being asked for 
at the hands of the representatives of the 
People. Mayor McMurray believed that 
Cwnership of all tie public utilities must 
Come, but must be arrived at gradually. 
He insisted that a street railway franchise, 
for instance, constitutes a partnership with 
the city. Uader past experiences, however, 
the city had been unrecognized as a part- 
ner and had been allowed no consideration 
for its share of the joint investment. The 
theory of the Denver mayor is that the 
bills or ordinances providing for street 
railway franchises should be prepared by 
the city authorities so that bids for the 
franchises should then be invited and the 
Privileges be granted to the highest bidder, 
Subject, owever, to ratification by vote of 
the citizéns. 

Reservoir and filtration systems were 
treated by George Hillyer, president of the, 
Atlanta water board. He related how thor- 
Oughly cheap and conveniently Atlanta 
Purified the red waters taken from the 
Chattahoochee river. 

Pig Submission of various resolutions 
or future action, the convention adjourned 
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of American Municipalities was the sub- 
ject of animated discussions tonight among 
the throng of official delegates in the jobby 
of the Hote] Cadillac. There was much of 
button-holing this afternoon on board the 
two steamers which carried the delegates 
and a crowd of unofficial guests of the 
city: on an enjoyable excursion across Lake 
St. Clair. The situation became doubly 
interesting by this evening. The secretary- 
ship of the league is the chief bone of con- 
tention, Secretary Gilkinson announced to- 
day that he would not be a candidate for 
re-election. He followed it up tonight with 
the. statement that the president, Major 
John MacVicor, of Des Moines, Ia., is a 
candidate for secretary, having the backing 
of Gilkinson and his friends. The Inidia- 
napolis delegation has been pushing John 
Mahoney, president of the Indianapolis 
common counci:, for the secretaryship, but 
they are doubtful of Mahoney’s success 
since MacVicor has become a candidate. 
Much dissatisfaction has been expressed 
against Secretary Gilkinson on account of 
his report concerning his handling of the 
league’s funds.

In going to his farm 
from the railroad station it was necessary 
to pass Fuller’s home. 

The feud existing between the two men 
is said to thave been most bitter. Last 
October Fuller filed suit against Roberts for 
$20,000, charging that the former had alien- 
ated the affections of his wife. The suit, 
which was bitter and sensational, was quite 
a lengthy document und deciared that 
Roberts had caused Mrs. Fuller to forsake 
her husband. 


Says He Shot from Ambush. 


Mr. Roberts deciares that he was shot 
by Fuller from ambush, and that it was 


a cowardly attempt upon his life. 

Roberts wae ’ alking down the road, re- 
turning from his farm to tite railroad sta- 
tion, when, without a word of warning, the

Fuller then fired the second shot with 
deliberate aim.

“The company of which I am treasurer,” 
said he, “employed Mrs. Coonradt’s hus- 
band some time ago to go to New England 
and attend to.the making of some ma- 
chinery. He was a good mechanic, never 
drank and was capable of earning good 
wages. While he was away from home 
his wife uséd to come to the office and 
draw his salary, andsait was in that way 
that I came to know her. 

‘Both seemed to be greatly attached to 
each other and Coonradt wag well thought 
of in the office. Somehow he dia not do to 
suit the management in a matter that he 
was sent north on and he was discharged, 
and that was the last I heard of him until 
I received a letter from his wife Tuesday 
morning, telling me that she had killed 
herself and asking that I see to the fun- 
tral arrangements. 

“Not Knowing just what had happened 
I went out to the house at once and found 
Mrs. Coonradt suffering from the —— 
of some drug, although I did not kno 
just what it was.

“From what Coonradt told m®, himself, 
I think that she has relatives in Green- 
ville, 8.

Heaviest Rainfall Known in Many

Verdict Says Death Was Caused by a 
Pistol Shot from Fred Farris. 


PRUITT HELD AS AN ACCESSORY 


Both Told Straightforward Stories and 
Answered Questions Readily—Wit- 
nesses Tell Damaging Things. 
fe land, who was shot on Whitehall 

street last Saturday night, -and who 
expired early yesterday morning at the 
jrady, hospital, an investigation was held 
before the coroner's jury yesterday after- 
noon in Patterson's undertaking establish- 
ment. 

Witnesses were examined, and the two 
young men, Fred Farris and J. A. Pruitt, 
who were with Holland when he was shot, 
and who have been held at police head- 
quarters since the killing, also made state- 
ments before the jury. 

After being out some time, th jury re- 
turned a verdict, stating that young Hol- 
land came to his death from a pistol shot 
wound, the pistol being in the hand of 
Fred Farris, and charging J. A. Pruitt 
with being an accessory in the shooting. 

After giving their side of the killing, they 
were returned to the police barracks, and 
will probably be sent to jail today to await 
trial. 

During the investigation by the coroner's 
jury, the pistol, a 38-caliber Colt’s, was in 
evidence, and bore such marks as would 


tend to show that it had fallen to the side- 
walk. On the right side of the butt of the

OLLOWING the death of Guff Hol- 


pistol, a piece of the handle was chipped 
off, and there was a mark on the top of 
the hammer, as if it had hit on some hard 
substance. 

Holland's hat was also shown the coro- 
ner's jury, and the hole made by the bullet 
that killed him was plainly visible. 

More or less damaging testimony was in- 
troduced by witnesses, and one witness 
claimed that the pistol could not have been 
fired from the ground, as claimed by Farris 
and Pruitt. 


What the Witnesses Say. 

J. C. Steele, one of the witnesses, 
that at the time of the shooting he 
standing within only a few feet of the 
young men and that the pistol must have 
been fired on a level with Holland's head, 
as he saw plainiy the flash of the discharge 
and even felt the sting of the powder. 

“At the time of fhe shooting,’’ said Steele, 
“f was walking up Whitehall toward Hun- 
ter and passed within a few feet of the 
young men. As I passed I heard some re- 
mark about a pistol and a moment later I 
was startled by a heavy report, and turn- 
ing. I saw the man Holland "fall to the 
ground. When 1 saw the pistol it was ly- 
ing on the sidewalk a number of feet 
away.”’ : , 

Another one of the witnesses, Ollie Jones, 
said that he was in the barber shop, in

the window and saw what he now believes 
to be the pistol fall to the ground. He also 
testified that one of the young men had 
been shaved only a few minutes before in 
the barber ship, but he was unable tu say 
just which one it was. 

T. E. Hollis said that he was standing 
at the corner of Whitenall and Mitchell 
streets when the fatal shot was fired, but 
that he did not witnees the shooting. 

“IT had my back to the men at the time,” 
said he, ‘but the instant I heard the shot 
I turned and saw whut appeared to be.a 
pistol belt failing from one of the men to

the ground. After the report of the pistol 
one of the men started to run up Mitchell 


come back, which he did.”’ 

‘Raymond Hudson, who was with young 
Holland at the time of ‘the killing, said that 
he never saw the pistol until it was picked 
up from the ground. He did not think that 
any of the young men nad been drinking 
and had heard no, harsh words pass -be- 
tween them. 

“T was not well acquainted with Farris 
and Pruitt. amd while Guff was talking to 
them I stood apart, waiting until they got 
through with their conversation. Finally, 
when I thought Guff was ready to leave, 
I turned on my heel and started off, ex- 
pecting him to follow. Just as, I turned 
my back I ‘heard the pistol shot and turned 
in time-to see Guff fall to the ground. 

“IT saw the pistol picked up from the 
ground, and that was the first knowledge 
that I had that there was such a thing in 
the crowd. I was not aware of any bad 
feeling between any of the boys and they 
certainly were not quarreling.” 


There Was No Quarrei. 


George Robbins, who was also with Hol- 
land, said that although he heard the shot 
and saw Holland fall, he did not witness 
the shooting. 

“I knew Farris but not Pruitt, and when 
we all met on the street I did not take 
any active part in the conversation, but 
stood to one side to wait until Guff got 
through. I did not notice any pistol until 
after the shot was fired, and then only 
when I saw it on the ground. I[ heard no 
fuss of any kind and I am pretty sure that 
none of the boys were drinking. 

“As I turned to look at something across 
the street I saw Guff wave his hand to 
some one im the barber shop and then 
came the report of the pistol, and I saw 
him stagger and drop to the sidewalk.” 

When brought before the coroner's jury 
both Farris and Pruitt toid substantially 
the same story that they told when first 
arrested, and which was to the cffect that 
they met Guff Holland, George Robbins and 
Raymond Hudson on Whitehall street, in 
front of the barber shop near the corner 
of Mitchell street. While standing talking, 
Farris turned and in doing eo struck the 
holster comtaining the pistol which Pruitt 
had over his right shoulder and the pistol 
feli to the ground and was discharged. 

The ball struck Holland in the nead and 
fhe immediately dropped to the ground.

MASON’S SIGN IN THE WAR. 


Distress Signal Saved This Old South- 
erner’s Wheat Field. : 
From the Richmond Dispatch, 

“I saw a regiment of Sheridan's cavalry 
halted once by an old Virginian who had 
no arms in his hands, and who didn’t 
speak a word,” said Julius A. Crosby, the 
giant sergeant of the Second district po- 
lice force. “It was during the retreat 
from Petersburg, in April, 1865, the day 
before General Lee surrendered. I had 
been stationed here as a military tele- 
graph operator, but just before Rich- 
mond was evacuated I was ordered to 
skedaddle and join the army. 

“I was supposed to be close to General 
Lee's headquarters on the retreat, but lI 
considered myself mighty lucky to get 
any place where I could keep a whole 
skin and out of reach of Sheridan’s cav- 
alry, that didn’t give us any peace for an 
hour at a time. It seems to Me 1 was 
generally with the wagon train, and 
there the trouble was the hottest, for the 
bluecoats would dash in, destroy a por- 
tion of our wagons, and then have to get 
Sut to escape the fire our cavalry and 
infantry would pour into them, 

“We were getting pretty well up the 
country, marching and fighting all the 
way, when one gay about noon I was go- 
ing it alone through a piece of woodland, 
and. came on a beautiful spring just at 
the edge of a field. I had not had a 
mouthful to eat, except corn, sometimes 
parched and sometimes raw, for about 
four days, so I followed the path out into 
the open, thinking it would lead to a 
house. I ‘wasn’t mistaken, for when I 
got to the edge of the woods I saw a 
comfortable-looking farmhouse not far 
off. I went up to the front gate and into 
the yard. There was an old gentleman 
on the porch, but before I could speak 
his wife ran out crying the yankees were 
coming . 

“I told them I wasn’t a yankee, but a 
confederate soldier, without a meal for 
four days, and wanted something to eat. 
I wag at once invited in, but before I had 
a chance to sit down hardly, the old man 
came in off the porch, exclaiming the yan- 
kees. were coming up to the house. I saw 
through the front door what looked like a 
regiment of yankees coming along the 
rosd and up the winding carriage road to 
the house. 

‘**You are my son,’ said the old man, and 
I caught on in a minute. I wasn't any- 
thing more than a boy, so I thought 1 could 
work something, of a baby racket. ‘I ran 
out and hid under the woodpile my tele- 
graph instrument, which I carried slung 
over my shvlulder, and then came back and 
sat down near the old man on the front 
porch. The old man started to give me 
some directions about how I was to con- 
duct myself, when he saw the soldiers tear- 
ing down the fence along the road and 
turning their horses into the wheat field. 
The wheat was eight or ten inches high, 
and, of course, several hundred horses with 
good appetites would ruin the whole patch 
in a mighty little while. 

‘““*My God! I can’t stand that!’ the old 
fellow said, and he jumped up and started 
down the steps. Het rotted down to the 
gate and climbed up and sat on top of one 
of the posts. He didn’t speak a word, but 
he did something worth more to him than 
all the speeches ever made. He didn’t have 
anything to shoot With, but he had some- 
thing else that beat a cannon all hollow. | 
didn’t know then what he did, but I know 
now that he.made the distress signal ef a 
master Mason. You could have knocked me 
down with a feataier when I saw those men 
begin. climbing into their saddles and saw 
them ride out into the road and fx up the 
old man's fence.

There are other assets that will 
run this amount up. A large portion of 
the g0ods in the storé have been claimed 
by debtors. Takis stock of goods is heavily 
mortgaged, and one of the strongest fights 
that will be made ih the courts wil] be to 
get aside the mortgages on the stock. 

Judge Bloodworth, receiver of F. A Smy- 
ly, who was connected with the Moody 
and brewster Company, has not been able 
to estimate the Habilities, ag the firm kept 
no boows, it is said, and the amounts owed 
cannot be readily ascertained. The stock 
in the store is valued at $8,700.

NO DEATHS ON WAY TO ATLANTA 


One Hundred and Twenty Men on Hos- 
pital Train Are Sick with Fever. 


CONVALESCENTS LEAVE. THE BARRACKS 


Transportation To Be Furnished the 
Men, but the Amount Will Be 
Taken from Their Salaries.

‘ GOVERNMENT hospital train, made 


MoPherson yesterday 
o’cleock filled with sick soldiers 
hospitals at Tampa, Fla. 

On the long train were 166 soldiers. who 
have been languishing for weeks in the hot 
wards of the hospitals at Tampa and who 
appeared grateful at the change from 
Florida heat to the cool surroundings of 
Fort McPherson. Of the sick that camé 
in on the train 120 are fever patients, suf- 
fering either with typhoid or malarial fever 
and the majority of the rest are confined 
with dysentery. 

Very few of the number were dangerously 
ill and the general condition of the train 
{is much better than the last that arrived 
at the barracks. The only critical case 
that was designed to, be sent to Atlanta 
was that of a soldier ‘who was taken with 
typhoid fever and who died in the ambu- 
lance at Tampa while he was being taken 
to the hospital train for the trip.to Fort 
McPherson. There was no fatality among 
the sufferers-on the way to Atlanta and it 
is the opinion of the surgeons at the post 
that the majority of the men will be pulled 
through their illness all right. 

In charge of the hospital was Major 
Richard, of the hospital corps, who is 
recognized as one of the most expert eur- 
geons in the army in the treatment of 
fever cases. 

As the train stopped on the track run- 
ning in to the barracks the more seriously 
ill of the soldiers were placed on stretchers 
and carefully passed through the windows 
of the cars to the platform below. The 
utmost caution was preserved by the 
nurses and hospital hands at.work in re- 
moving the men, sy that none of them 
would be jarred or jolted in the passage. 
Several of the men who are on the con- 
valescent list were allowed to walk the 
distance to the hospital by themselves, 
while others were supported by nurses un- 
til the wards were reached. 

Patients Scattered Through Hospitals. 

The 166 men were distributed throughout 
the long row of temporary hospitals that 
were formeriy quarters for the regulars of 
the Fifth infantry and every need of tie 
sick was tended to the careful nurses that 
took charge of them. 

There were none on the hospital train 
who were in the Cuban campaign, as most 
of them were taken sick at Tampa before 
the movement of the invading army be- 
gan. They contracted the fever while wait- 
ing for the order to go to the front and 
were at once placed in the government hos- 
pital at Tampa, where they remained untii 
brought to Atlanta. 

With the departure of the convalescent 
sick and wounded who are being dismissed 
from the care of the surgeons every @ay 
ample room will be had for al! the soldiers 
it is proposed to send to he fort. 

The soidiers who have been in the hos- 
pital were furnished transportation to their 
homes by Major Bubb yesterday and more 
will leave today and during the rest of this 
week. 

It was found by some of the so'diéers upon 
examination that the government does not 
agree to give them transportation free, but 
it is proposed to furnish it to the men who 
obtain ‘the two months’ furlough and de- 
duct the same from their salaries that are 
new, many of them, due. Same of the 
men have been confined to the barracks for 


TELEPHONE POLE CATCHES FIRE.

Before leaving, the recruits of the 
Twenty-first mfantry were ordered out on 
the field at the barracks, and each man 
was given his accounterments, consisting

New York and Baltimore Managers 
Neglect To Answer Citations. 
Washington, August 3.—A ‘signed state- 
ment has been issued by President Young 
in regard to the New York vs. Baltimore 

forfeited game of July 25th. He says: 

“On July 25th Umpire Lynch reported to 
me the forfeiture of the game to Baltimore 
on account of the refusal of the New York 
club to continue play, and recited the 
circumstances as published in the papers, 
asserting that he did not hear anything 
said by Player Holmes insulting to the 
audience to justify his removal from the 
game. 

“On July 2th the New York club protest- 
ed to the board of directors against the 
decision of the umpire and the result of the 
game, claiming that the facts and the law 
justify his action and form a basis for the 
forfeiture of the game. 

“This appeal the Baltimore club has fail- 
ed to answer. On the contrary, after a 
delay of several days, during which the 
payment of check for the Baltimore share 
of the gate receipts was stopped, the Ba!- 
timore club appealed to the board of direc- 
tors for the enforcement of the penalty of 
$1,000 for the withdrawal of the New York 
team .before the completion of the game. 
This appeal was mailed to Mr. Freedman 
for answer, and likewise no reply has been 
received. 

“The matter now is in the hands of the 
interested clubs, and my hands are tied 
until they move, when I will take prompt 
and vigorous action, and if it appears 
necessary, call a meeting of the board of 
directors to adjudicate the entire matter.

State Commissioners Will Start Next 
Week on aTou. °* “ 


THEY WILL HEAR COMPLAINTS 


Points To Be Visited Have Old Peti- 
tions on File. 


| 
} ATLANTA’S CARSHED NOT INCLUDED 


President Thomas Promises To Build 
a Passenger Station at Marietta. 
Atlanta Will Push Complaint. 


Hic state railroad comm'iss oners are 
Y  eoine on a depot inspecting tour next 

week. They will visit Blackshear, Tif-, 
ton, Americus, Forsyth, Dalton and Etna, 
inspecting the stations at those points, but 
they have not arranged to inspect the 
Atlanta carshed. 

All the points mentioned, except At- 
lanta, have complaints lodged with the 
commission about their station facilities 
and the board will go and see for them- 
selves what the situation is at each place. 

Marietta was to be included, but Presi- 
dent J. W. Thomas, of the company leas- 
ing the state road, has sent word to the 
commission that he will have a hand- 
some station erected there before the mid- 
die of October. 

Chairman L. N. Trammell, of the. com- 
mission, was determined to have a pas- 
senger station built at his town, and was 
going to urge on the commission the neces- 
sity of ordering the lessee of the Western 
and Atlantic to erect one this year. fPre.- 
ident Thomas has forestalled action by 
the commission by promising to have a 
suitable building put up right away. This 
will be perfectly satisfactory to Co‘onel | 
Trammell and the people of Marietta. 
President Thomas, having promised the 
station, it will be built without delay, 

The people of Blackshear say that the 
Plant system promised them a station 
eome time ago, but it Was never built. 
When the commissioners visit the town 
next Monday morning they will hear what 
the citizens have to ¢eay, and if the rail- 
road desires, it, too, wiil have a hgar- 
ing. : 

Complaint was filed by the people of 
Tifton some time ago about their station 
accommodations. The Plant system ar- 
ranged to build a station, but some dis- 
pute arose over the location, and the build- 
ing was never put up. Instead, the rail- 
road company repaired and improved the 
old station. The commission will inspect 
the Tifton. accommodations on Tuesday. 

On the way over to Tifton the commis- 
sioners will take a run over the Douglas 
and McDonald railroad Monday afternoon. 
Complaint has been made to the board 


gthat this road is not safe for the pubiic 


to travel over. It was built as a lumber 
road, but has been openeé to the pubiic. 

Americus will be reached on Tuesday 
night, August 9th, and the following day 
the station there will be examined. Two 
years ago a petition was filed With the 
board askiag for a new union passenger 
station. he railroads cla'med that the 
passenger=station there was a good one 
and large enough forthe patronage. Judge 
Fort, who was then a member of the com- 
mission, urged the erection of a new union 
station and the board ordered one. The 
Central railroad declined to be forced in- 
to the project and the commission brought 
suit in the courts to compel the road to 
obey its order. The Central questioned 
the commission’s powers, holding that the 
law gave it no authority to order the 
roads to build stations. This case and a 
similar one from Forsyth went to the su- 
preme court, which decided last week that 
the act creating the commission did give 
it the power claimed. 

On Thursday, August llth, the commis- 
sioners will visit Forsyth. 

On August 15th the board will go to 
Dalton, and on August 16th it will go to 
Etna, cn the Rorme and Selma railroad. 

The passenger accOmmodations at Dal- 
ton are very poor. The Western and At- 
lantic and the Southern railway use the 
Same building there, but there is no wait- 
ing room of consequence for the patrons 
of either road. 

At Etna the Southern railway had to 
close its office last March because the 
agent resigned and no one else could be 
obtained to serve. The company owns 
no property there for a depot site. The 
Southern made a proposition to its former 
agent to represent it again, and what the 
status is Has not been learned, \ | 

The commissioners hardly need fo in- 
spect the passenger accommodations in At- 
lanta, but when the city council’s petition 
is filed with the board the matter will be 
promptly taken up. 

All the railnoad managers interested in 
the Atlanta terminal admit that the sit- 
uation here is very bad. It is stated that 
President J, W. Thomas, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Touts, is per- 
fectly willing to bear his part of the ex- 
pense of improving the old carshed, but the 
Southern, Central and West Point manage- 
ments are opposed to spending any more 
money on the old station. They want to 
build a new one. It is within the power of 


the commission to bring about a solution 
of the matter, 


MR. H. F. SMITH’S JURISDICTION. 


It, Extends Over the Leased Lines of 
the Nashville System. 

An. official circular signed by President J. 
W. Thomas, reading as follows, was re- 
ceived in Atlanta yesterday: 

“Mr. H. F. Smith has been a ointed 
traffic manager of the Nashville, Taina 
nooga and St. Louis railway. His juris- 


diction will also extend over the leased 
lines of this company.’’ 


.That circular was significant, and evi- 
dently meant that there would be oniy one 
traffic manager on the System, and that all 
the other traffic officials would report to 
Mr. Smith. 

A representative of the Nashville system, 
speaking of the change in the local agency 
here, said: “I have heard it reported that 
our system is going to change its policy in 
regard to Atlanta, and that the patrons of 
the company here would not get the same 
favorable treatment in the future that they 
have in the past. I assure yuu that the 
System is not going to make exacting de- 
mands on its patrons. That is not Major 
Thomas's policy. There will be some 
changes in methods, but our system will 
always be as it thas been in the past, as 
considerate as possible. I know it is the 
policy of Major Thomas to do all he can 
properly do to give his patrons accommo- 
dations and service. You will find that at

| competition, the road is as popular as it is 


in the large cities. 

“Mr. Carson, the new agent, has asked 
the public to let him get acquainted with 
the situation here before passing judgment. 
This is a new field t@ him, but he will 
find that we are asking nothing unreason- 
able. 

“It is said that there is to be a new 
policy, and that Atlanta’s merchants and 
brokers will not be able to sell over so 
wide a territory in the future as they have 
been able to enter in the past. That is a 
mistake. The legitimate miduieman here 
will be able to sell just as far from home 
as ever. Atlanta’s merchants, brokers and 
manufacturers are different trom those in 
other cities around. They do business on 
a different plan, and because they com- 
mand a large territory, other towns com- 
plain that the railroads cut rates in favor 
of Atlanta’ patrons. That is a mistake, 
Take an instance which occurred recently. 
The war department wanted 0 carloads 
of hay. An Atlanta man got the contract, 
and the commission men down in Florida 
said that the railroads gave him a rebate. 
They figured that he had paid a certain 
rate, but as a matter of fact, he had shipped 
the hay by a'totally different route and gat 
the benefit of a lower rate which wags open 
to everybody. Atlanta’s business men are 
shrewd enough to get on to the most fav- 
orable combinations, and then they work 
on a smaller profit. They will sell a car- 
load of flour or a carload of hav for a 
profit which commission men in other 
cities would not accept, and our people go 
on the principle of a large volume of sales 
and smaW profits. Instead of ordering goods 
from the purchasing point to Atlanta and 
thence reshipping to another point, they 
will ship direct there on a through rate, or 
maybe they will have a warehouse at 
Savannah or QOhattanooga and ship out 
from those places. The Atlanta business 
man acts just as if he were in business at 
the point where delivery is made, and he 
does. not brine his goods through Atlanta 
at all unless the rate this way is better than 
any other way. For®this reason, and be- 
cause our business men are hustlers, I say 
that they will hold whatever trade they 
have. 

“The public can rest assured that the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis will 
always be considerate of their interests.” 


CONDUCT HEARING AT MOULTRIE 


The State Railroad Commission Will 
Go to the Scene of Trouble. 

The state railroad commission has de- 
cided to make an innovation. Instead of 
always requiring witnesses to come to At- 
lanta, sometimes the board will go to the 
scene of trouble and make an irivestigation 
on the ground. 

On August 22d the commissioners will be 
in Moultrie and hear the complaints against 
the Georgia Northern railroad. One of the 
charges against this road is that it gives 
rebates. There is another complaint that 
it is making excessive charges. 

General Superintendent C. W. Pidcock, 
of the road, has petitioned the commission 
to put the Alfred & Sloan railroad, thirteen 
miles long, in Worth county, under the 
commission's rules. 

The Dooly Seuthern Railway Company 
has been placed in the sixth class. This 
road extends from Pinid, on the Georgia 
and Alabama, to Richwood, on the Georgla 
Southern and Florida. The road is ten 
miles long.

$412,321,369. That was nearly $1,000,000 less 
than the total for 1896, more than $51,000,000 
less than the total for 1892, which was Geor- 
gia’s greatest year. The decrease began in 
1893 and-for the next two years there was 
a total falling off amounting to $53,000,000. 
That inciuded the returns of all railroads. 
Taking the property on the digest and ex- 
cluding the railroads, the total has been 
declining steadily since 1892. 

Ninety counties have made their returns 
so far to Comptroller General Wright. Of 
these eighty-one had peen examined and 
tabulated up to last night. 

Of these eighty-one counties, fifty-five 
showed decreases amounting im the aggre- 
to $3,120,642, 

Twenty-six showed increases amounting 
to $886,769. 

The net 


gate 


decrease for these eigthty-one 
counties was as stated above—$2,233,873. 
Against this there is an increase on the 
assessment of railroads amoumting to $791,- 
206. Practically all the railroads in the 
State show a small increase, amounting to 
about $1,500 per mile. 

Fulton county will probably show an in- 
crease of something like $2,000,000. If Chat- 
ham, Bibb, Floyd and Richmond do cor- 
respondingly well, the total for the estate 


will not be below last year's figures, but | 
it is feared that the other rich counties | 
will hardly do as well. 

Muscogee shows a decrease this year of 
$539,602 and last year the same county had 
a decrease of $2,345,029. There is a total 
decrease in two years of $2,884,631. 

The tax rate for this year will be almost 
1 mill greater than the present rate, which 
is 9.21 mills on the doliar. This increase 
will be due to the increased appropriation 
made by the last general assemb.y for the 
public schools.
